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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: It was 
noted to applicant that claim 23 was not enabled by the specification. In particular claim 23 only required one pressure 
sensor and one fan in either the reaction vessel or shredding vessel. The limitation noted in claim 23 of "regulating the 
gas pressure in said pulp shredding vessel and the gas pressure in said reaction vessel sothat ozone gas is prevented 
from leaking upstream through said outlet pipe" requires a sensor and fan means in both vessels to provide the 
claimed prevention of leaking ozone. Applicant agreed to amend claim 23 as noted in the examiner's amendment to 
remedy the noted problem. Additionally, applicant agreed to insert " means" after the word "fan", in order to provide 
antecedent basis.
